Enthused by the radio address 
of acceptance delivered by Gov. 
Alfred M. Landon and encouraged 
by the fighting, enthusiastic and 
optimistic addresses they heard, 
more than 200 Republicans of the 
Chaffey district left a meeting in 
Ontario last night convinced that 
the Republican party will be re- 
turned to Washington—if interest- 
ed individuals and sincere ‘“Con- 
stitutional Americans’ will do 
their part. 

The meeting launched the Repub- 
lican campaign in the county. It 
was held in the Ontario junior high 
school cafeteria. Dinner was‘ serv- 
ed at the conclusion of the ad- 
dress delivered in Topeka by the 
Republican candidate for presi- 
dent. 

Three speakers appeared on the| 
program and each one spoke op- 
timistically and then supported 
that optimistic view with a careful 
analysis of conditions and senti- | 
ment in the nation. 

Congressman Sam L. Collins 
predicted “that even some of the} 
usually Democratic states in  the| 
‘solid’ south will turn Republican.” 
Frank Appleby, editor of the On-| 
tario Daily Report, added to that | 
prediction and declared that Cali- | 
fornia can be brought also within | 
the list of Republican states if peo- | 
ple will earnestly “talk” Landon 
and actively campaign for the Re-| 
publican ticket. 

Isaac Jones, delegate to the G. 
O. P. convention at Cleveland, re-| 
viewed in detail incidents leading | 
up to the nominations. A very 
apparent spirit of harmony with- 
in the ranks of the delegates fol-| 
lowed the appearance of Herbert | 
Hoover, former president, at the 
convention. Mr. Jones and also 
Mr. Appleby gave Mr. Hoover the 
credit for solidifying the party be-|. 
hind Gov. Landon. Mr. Jones also 
highly commended John M. Ham- 
ilton and he was described as he- 
ing exceedingly brilliant and un- 
usually clever as a politician. 


On the scheduled program, Mr. 
‘Collins followed the Ontario dele- 
gate. He is a candidate for re-| 
‘election to Congress, but he made 
no reference to that. He criticized 
the present administration and he 
pointed to conditions in Louisiana | 
under the powerful Long regime: 
as what could happen nationally if 
‘a person were allowed to continue | 
in building a strong political ma- 
chine. Unless a person being tried 
in court were friendly to Long he 
~would suffer defeat, the Congress- 
man said in citing instances _ of 
‘conditions in Louisiana. 

Mr. Appleby, who was also at 
the Cleveland convention, said that 
the American Institute of Public 
Opinion poll, which is published in 
‘a Los Angeles paper, is looked up- 
on by the New Dealers as the most 
thorough poll in the nation. He 
‘was in Washington visiting a 
brother and other ‘New Dealers” 
about the time the June poll was! 
released revealing a big lead for! 
Roosevelt. The July poll on the 
presidential situation was releas- 
ed recently, showing a tremendous 
swing to Landon with enough elec- 
toral votes to nominate him. 

The speaker also tited other in- 
stances to show that the nation is 
turning toward Landon and he ap- 
peated for immediate action on the 
part of California Republicans. 

‘Milton Chapman, Upland, was 
perhaps the most effective in in- 
jecting enthusiasm into the group. 
He was toastmaster and iin his 
characteristic manner he appealed 
for a revival of Americanigm. A 
synonym for Republican is ‘“Con- 
stituticnal American,” he said. 

Among those introduced prior 
to the addresses were Dr. Lillian 
F. Baxter of Upland and other 
leaders in the Republican organ- 
ization in the county.

59 Fires Burn 1087 
Acres in Forest Area 





Up to July 20, Forest Supervisor 
William V. Jones reports that there 
have been a total of 59 fires with- | 
in the San Bernardino National 
forest handled by his organization. 
Of these, 49 were controlled before 
they reached a quarter of an acre 
in size; six before they covered 
more than 10 acres, and only four 
burned more than this area. Of 
this four of the larger fires, two} 
of them were the worst in recent 
years: the Bernhard fire in the 
Sawpit canyon area on which a 
maximum of 1400 men were em- 
and the Keenbrook fire in | 
Cajon Pass, starting around the 
Santa Fe railway and burning over | 
almost 600 acres. | 

Only nine of the fires were caus- | 
ed by lightning, the rest being | 
caused by human agencies. Eleven | 
of the total were railroad fires, 15 | 
were caused by careless smokers, | 
two originated from debris burn- | 
ing, 21 originated from miscellan- | 
eous causes, and only one was re- 
ported as incinerary.
